FY04 SCHOOL BUDGET: Donovan described the settlement reached w/the teachers' union: 

FY04 3% retroactive $600k 
FY05 3% $695k 
FY06 2% $400k 

FY05, FY06 15% health insurance contribution, $225k in FY05 starting 9/04 
FY07 English teachers will teach 5 classes (as other teachers do) 

Donovan also detailed the expected surpluses in the FY04 school budgetwhich will partially fund the FY05 pay 
increase: 

$300k SPED circuit breaker payments 
$100k Retirements 
$400k Total 

This leaves a deficit of $600k for FY04.
